Two Reports Given at 
Party Builders’ 
Congress 


‘ Report by Saunders, Water- 
front Section, San Francisco. 


Important results were, shown 
on the Waterfront during the Re- 
cruiting Drive, but the results 
of the outlying sections prove 
that we are beginning to pene- 
trate to the American workefs 
and reach them where they live 
and work. 


On the Waterfront we had a 
tough job, with a strike on our 
hands and a recruiting drive, 
but we were able to make them 
go hand in hand. Because we 
had such a tough fight, more 
recruits came in than we could 
take care of. 


Finally, we, were able to es- 
tablish a school where over 100 
seamen and others went through 
classes twice a week. Everyone 
got a fundamental idea of our 
Party and what it. stands for. 
The weakness was that only 100, 
out of 326 recruits went to 
school. 


Judging New Cavarsites. * 


We have been crying for lead- 
ership, and scared to push our 
new recruits to the front, with 
the result that we didn’t trust 
anyone. — 

We should judge our recruits 
on the basis of their willingness 
to work and theif political un- 
derstanding, and. we have more 
and more of such comrades com- 
ing to the fore. The: waterfront 
won’t be handicapped by lack 
of leadership.

In this area 1995 buildings 
need repairs and 510 are unfit 
for occupancy.

EAR DOCTOR: I have been 
troubled for two years with 
what the doctor called scabies. 
W. K. 

Answer: If the diagnosis is 
correct, the following treatment 
will almost certainly clear up 
the condition. 

Scabies, commonly called “the 
itch,” is caused by a small mite 
which burrows into the skin. 
The . disease is contracted by 
personal contact, or contact with 
infested clothing or bed linen. 
The condition is not difficult to 
cure, but treatment must be car- 
ried out carefully according to 
directions.

On that date, theNational - La- 
bor Relations Board will begin 
hearings of vicious anti-labor 
practices, which took place dur- 
ing last fall’s lettuce strike and 
have continued since the strike. 

Charges against the lettuce 
growers and shippers include: 


Unlawful searches and seizurés;| 


use of secret headquarters from 
which a reign ‘of terror was di- 
rected; unnecessary use of. tear- 
gas and nauseating gas; tear gas 
bombing of the Labor Temple; 
use of deputized vigilantes. 

Twenty-nine concerns and in- 
dividuals are named in the com- 
plaint. A special: trial examiner 
from Washington will in_all like- 
lihood help’ conduct the hear- 
ings. 

Among: those named in the 
complaint .are the Associated 
Farmers of Monterey County; 
the Salinas Valley Citizens 
Assn.; the Western Growers’ 
Protective ~Assn.; law enforce- 
ment officers of the cities of Sa- 
linas, and Watsonville, of Mon- 
terery, Santa Cruz and San Beni- 
to counties, and of the state of 
California.
